Cities Untie 
Baldwin Key 
Road Tangle 

Arcadia And Sierra Madre 
Groups Smooth Way 
To Cross Ranch 

The move to secure the exten¬ 
sion of Baldwin avenue south of 
| Foothill boulevard through the 
Baldwin Ranch to connect with 
the main traffic arteries of the 
San Gabriel Valley and the south 
beaches took concrete form last 
night when Sierra Madre and 
! Arcadia officials and represen¬ 
tative business men met in the 
local city Hall to elect officers of 
the newly organized Baldwin 
Avenue Improvement Association. 

The first step taken by the 
body will be to petition the Sierra 
Madre City Council and the Ar¬ 
cadia Council to go on record as 
favoring the project. After this 
is done the improvement associa¬ 
tion will directly approach the 
Baldwin interests and negotiate 
for the necessary right of way, 
and will intercede for Federal aid 
in the actual building of the road¬ 
way. 

In spite of the fact that the 
Baldwin owners are known to ob¬ 
ject to a special assessment for a 
thoroughfare through the proper¬ 
ty, it is r.ow almost certain that 
satisfactory terms can be reached ; 
if the assessment burden is j 
shouldered by Arcadia, or other j 
factions. According to City Bus- j 
iness Manager Myers, Sierra Ma- ( 
dre will in no way become in¬ 
volved financially, although thc 
City figures to be tremendously 
benefited by the extension. 

Ray Knisely, manager of the 
Baldwin Ranch, when questioned 
concerning the costruction of the 
road, stated, "We do not need 
thc road and do not contemplate 
splitting up the ranch by further 
subdividing. We would oppose 
any plan which routed Baldwin 
avenue through the old home- ! 
stead. However, if the two com¬ 
munities are in favor of the ex¬ 
tension, and it can be financed 
without the ranch being assessed, 
we will give it serious considera¬ 
tion.” 

The proposed route of the ex¬ 
tension is the same as the one 
mapped out several years ago by 
the Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion, according to Albert Daniels, 
member of the association and 
president of the Arcadia Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. It would 
swing west of the old Lucky, 
Baldwin homestead and lake and 
leave all thc landmarks intact. 

Last night's consultation was 
called by Mayor Reavis who in¬ 
troduced John S. Billheimer, lo¬ 
cal Chamber of Commerce head, 
who presided. Approximately 
fifty members of both Chambers 
as well as city officials aud bus¬ 
iness men of the two cities were 
present. All expressed the most 
enthusiastic support of the plan, 
and pledged their undivided sup 
port.

City Asks $215,000 SERA 
Funds For New Library, 
Brand View Storm Drain 


Projects Approved By Plan¬ 
ning Commission And 
Forwarded To State 

T WO extensive work projects 
which would result in the 
total expenditure of $215,000 
and would be of great civic value 
to Sierra Madre have been for¬ 
warded to the State Planning 
Commission and the county re- 
ional planning board for con¬ 
sideration. Upon recommendation 
by the State body, it will be pos¬ 
sible for the city to secure neces¬ 
sary funds and labor through the 
SERA or whatever new relief 
agency is set up by the Federal 
government for the President’s 
-M,800,000,000 fund upon the ex¬ 
piration of SERA founds March 
20 . 

The first project is the $180,- 
000 storm drain and flood control 
unit which for years the city has 
planned on constructing along 
East Grand View avenue, as an 
important and integral link in 
the citywide water conservation 
and flood control unit. 

The second project contem¬ 
plated is the long awaited con¬ 
struction of a modern library 
building to replace the historic, 
but sadly outgrown structure on 
West Central avenue. According 
to preliminary plans already ap¬ 
proved by the Library Board and

"Small as this expense has 
been,' 'states Mr. Hawxhurst, “it 
has been sufficient to compel a 
number of students to withdraw 1 
from the classes. However, just 
ns soon as requisitions can be 
filed, students under the emer¬ 
gency educational program will 
lind free material awaiting them 
in the "Old Barn” classes. This 
has been made possible through 
Federal funds made available 
through the State Board of Edu¬ 
cation.

Both Sierra Madre and Arcad¬ 
ia filed application for rights to 
the water in 1930, and optio- 
was given with the understand¬ 
ing that work be started on 
spreading grounds within a stipu¬ 
lated period. Arcadia accomplish¬ 
ed nothing toward satisfying 
these stipulations, but by comple¬ 
tion of the Sierra Madre spread¬ 
ing grounds this city stands in 
line to secure a continuance of 
the water option in the belief of 
City Business Manager A1 S. 
Myers. 

With the aid of Congressman 
John Steven McGroarty, who has 
declared himself in sympathy with 
water conservation and fire pre¬ 
vention problems affecting the 
foothill areas, Sierra Madre hopes 
to gain Federal help for the 
building of a water conduit from 
the Santa Anita dam to the 
spreading grounds here. By bring¬ 
ing such additional waters to the 
city's basins, the underground 
water level, north of the Ray- 
| mond Dyke, would be immeasur¬ 
ably improved and the city water 
wells much bebefited.

GARDEN NOTES 
By Jessie Ward Russell 

F lowering plants suitable 
for bordering walks are 
Gazanias, Ivy Geranimums. 
Pansies, Violas, Rosy Morn Pe¬ 
tunias, English Da3ies, Michelrnas 
Daisies and Verbenas. They will 
grow low and compact and 
spread nicely. 

The most widely used hedge 
plants are Privet, Cypress and 
Boxwood. They can be purchased 
in flat boxes of 100 plants to a 
box and are inexpensive. They 
transplant easily and grow with 
little care. 

New lawns can be sown now. 
Blue Grass and Clover make 
about the most satisfactory lawns 
here. The Clover may die out 
eventually but it helps to mother 
along the Bluegrass while it is 
young. 

For shady spots use a regular 
shady-lawn mixture. Mulch new 
lawns with seedless steer manure. 
Do not use sawdust or shavings. 

Apply sulphate of ammonia to 
Avocado trees when they begin 
tp bloom, to set the fruit. They 
should also be fertilized with 
barn and steer manure. 

Hydrangea plants should be 
prunned now. 

For lots of color in the garden 
use more petunias. They grow 
with less care than most flower¬ 
ing plants. The single varieties 
like Rosy Mom, Rose of Heaven
